The  City  Engineer  reports  as  follows: 

"Several  decisions  must  be  made  at  this  time  in  order  to  preclude 
delays  in  the  Winter  Works  Project.    The  preliminary  design  of  the  shore 
line  treatments  in  Areas  6  and  10  have  been  finalized  by  the  False  Creek 
Team  and  Engineering  Department  staff  to  a  stage  where  a  contract  can  now  be  ten- 
dered.   Because  the  dredging  industry  is  busy  at  the  present  time,  and  prelimin- 
ary discussions  indicate  there  may  be  a  lag  of  three  months  before  this  work 
could  commence,  it  is  necessary  to  award  tenders  as  soon  as  possible  in  order 
not  to  delay  the  Winter  Works  Project  which  starts  December  1,  1973.  This 
contract  work  would  take  from  three  to  six  months  to  complete,  however,  this 
will  not  be  known  definitely  until  firm  tenders  are  received.    Documents  are 
now  ready.    The  Winter  Works  Project  cannot  be  started  until  the  work  covered 
in  this  contract  is  sufficiently  advanced. 

In  addition,  releases  are  required  so  that  a  contractor  could  begin 
the  work  on  property  which  is  not  owned  by  the  City.    Also  negotiations  must 
be  entered  into  immediately  so  that  areas  will  be  clear  for  the  contractor 
to  work.    Removal  of  all  affected  buildings,  wharves,  boats,  fences  and  other 
obstructions  is  required  before  work  can  commence. 

It  is  possible  that  the  Federal  Government  may  grant  dredging  costs 
for  marina  installations.    Authority  for  an  application  is  requested  so  that 
this  work  could  be  included  in  the  proposed  dredging  contract.    This  may 
result  in  a  reduced  net  cost  to  the  City. 

The  stockpiling  of  appropriate  fill  materials  should  be  commenced  at 
this  time  so  that  the  material  will  be  available  for  the  works. 

Before  any  tender  is  awarded,  a  full  final  report  showing  design  detail, 
costs  etc.  will  be  presented  to  Council  for  approval. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

I  recommend  that  authority  be  granted  to: 

(1)  The  City  Engineer  to  obtain  tender  prices  for  the  dredging,  pile  driving 
and  ancillary  works  subject  to  Council's  approval  of  the  final  plans; 

(2)  The  City  Engineer  be  authorized  to  stockpile  appropriate  materials  on  site; 

(3)  The  City  Engineer  to  make  the  necessary  applications  to  the  Federal 
Government  for  grants  for  dredging  at  marina  sites; 

(4)  The  Supervisor  of  Property  &  Insurance  to  negotiate  for  and  obtain 
the  necessary  releases  and  removals  for  the  dredging  and  construction 
of  the  shore  line  treatment  in  Areas  6  and  10." 

Your  Board  RECOMMENDS  the  foregoing  report  be  approved.
